The Board of Atdermen of the dtv «{ 
LonltTiUc, ritting aa an inveatigatiug 
oonrt. baa aoqnitted one of iU metubers. 
Mr. T. Jeffefion O'Bryan, of the charge 
oT attempting to bribe Sam Bttenaon, ao 
employe of the City Bnginecr'a depart- 
ment. Bttenionaeveral week* ago aUted 
tlinl AMernian O'Rryan had «ppnMChed 
him <liirii)); a nieetinn; of the Board of 
Al.Kriiuii anil hail ofTcrt-il him to 
steal a railroad onliiiance from Clerk 
Parkhitl's desk. No oiii' who knows Mr. 
O'Bryan gave the story a nionient'B 
credence, ami yet the daily papers spread 
the atory abroad with fearful and wunder- 
fnldetaila. • Alderman O'Bryan promptly 
demanded an lamtigation by tbe board 
and hie reqncM waa granted. While 
awaiting the meeting of tbe board at an 
investigatin]^ court the Jeffcnon county 
granil jury looked into the matter ex- 
cursorily and decided that as Ettenson 
was not an ofhcial he could not be hribetl 
under the law. It developed iu the light 
of later events that it waa just as well for 
Mr. O'Bryan'a accnaer that the grand 
jury did not dig deep Uifo tbe aflab. 

The Board of AMarmea met aa. an in- 
vestigating court on Friday and beard 
tin- ••viiUiico of the proaecntion. Paul 
C. li.irth acted as Chairman of the court. 
City Attorney Stone, a Republican, 
acteil as attorney for the proseeutiou. 
Charles F. Taylor and John Doild ap- 
peared aa attorneys for Mr. O'Hryan. 
Bttenaoa reiterated his statement that 
O'Bryan had offered him |50 to steal tbe 
railroad, ordinance. Hia testimony was 
not corroborated by any other witncM, 
though W. H. Newman. Freight Agent of 
the Monon RaHraod O BM p mi yt -aiwt 
aeVeral others were introdnrad to ahow 
that other railroa.ls were interested in 
defeating tbe passage of the ordinance. 
This testimony in no way afltetad Mr. 
O'Bryan. 

On Tuesday the board aat aa a court 
again and beard witnesaes for the de- 
fenae, inddtatally allowing K. Lee Suter, 
a member of tbe Board of Safety, to 
make a atatement of hia ooaaaetiea with 
an attempt to defeat the paaaage of the 
ordinance. Mr. Suter explained that he 
first sought employment as attorney for 
the Momon and later was employed as 
an attorney for the Baltimore & Ohio 
Southwestern. His testimony had nothing 
to do with Mr. O'Hryau. 

Mr. O'Bryan took tbe stand iu his own 
defenae and told how his accuser had at- 
tempted to borrow |5 from him on the 
night io qooadon and bow be gmmblcd 
when refoaed. He kntw BttMMOO well 
for yeara and would not boliero bim on 
oath. I'ifteen or twenty Other witneaaaa 
were introduced and proved that the 
accuser had a careless habit of giving 
checks when he had no money in bank; 
that he was a thief and that his veracity 
was not up to the ordinary standard. 
Before tbe testimony for tbe defense was 
half in Mr. N. M. Uri aroae and moved 
to aquit Mr. O'Bryan. but tbe defenae 
insiated that it wanted to aaltle tb« matter 
once and for all time. 80 it kept on 
piling np teatimony until every one 
present was satisfied that Bttenaon waa 
not to be believed. Me was recalled and 
ackuowle<lged that he had given worth- 
less checks l)ecausi- he neetled the money. 
He spent it in gambling. He also 
acknowledged that he had stolen tobai cu 
on the tobacco breaks, but excused bim- 
aalf by aaying it was a common practice 
among employee of the tobacco dealera. 

The Board went into ezecntive aeaaion 
and decided to fully exonerate Alderman 
O'Bryan. The formal report will not be 
made until the next meeting of the 
board iu open session Tuesday night. 
However the exoneration of Alderman 
O'Bryan is complete. 

Tbe question remains: What waa the 
animona that prompted bis accuser to 
oiake aacb a haae and malicious charge? 
Who waa behind tbia aelf confeaaed thief 
and ntterer of wortUaaa cheeka? Sorely 
his weak character mnat have been 
prompted by something greater than the 
Kfusal of a loan of $r>. Here we have 
all tte papers in the State arrayed 
against the lawless people of Breathitt 
county because they burned down a 
man's house for telling the truth. On 
th^ other hand we are told that Sam 
Kttenaoo deliberately attempted to ruin 
a man'a reputation, which ia aa, dear to 
any honeat, aelf-raqMcting MHUi aa his 
life, for |5. The reputation of Jeff 
O'Bryan is more to bim than Dqmty 
Sheriff Hwen's JtlO.OOO hotel ^ 

Surely there must be ponttea tiebtnd 
this, or is it worse— a breaking out of 
creed and race hatrt<l! O'Bryan is an 
Irish-American aud a Catholic. Since 
he was iu tbe Board of Aldermen and 
while be was in the Board of Council- 
men he alwaya thonght, talked and 
voted aa be aaw fit. Would there were 



more men of his stripe in botb boai ds of 
the General Council. 

The grand jury has now a good chance 
to go after tbe accuser of Mr. O'Bryan 
and find out why he perjured himself 
and who and what stripe of people were 
behind bhn. It ia alao np to the City 
Bnglneor to give Btteaaon'a placttoa 
person wbo can be trusted.

The Catholic KnighU of America of 
tbe tbna Falla Cities. LouisvUle. JefFer- 
sonvUle sad New Albsny, held tbdr an- 
nuel odebntion snd street parade last 
Sunday. It mnat 'be said that they made 
a creditable showing. Between '700 and 
S(M) men were in line and covered a dis- 
tance of about two miles. At St. Boni- 
face church they heard an eloquent 
sermon from the Very Rev. Father Paul 
.\if, who also bleaaed their new snd 
handsome banner. 

The various branchea assembled at St. 
Mary'a church at 1;80 o'clock and were 
soon assigned to thdr proper places in 
the line. About 2 o'clock the parade 
started, headed by a platoon of mounted 
police in charge of Corporal William 
Brockman. Following the police was a 
brass band. The various branches fell 
in behind the State Presidents of In- 
dian,! aii.l Kentucky, J. Thickstun and H.

He 
predicted the failure of tbe attempt to 
drive religion from Prance. He also said 
that the (>ovemnient waa now on the 
verge of a great cataatraphe. Without 
religipn the Oovemnient oonU not exist 
Mr. Rogers' addrsss wss roedvod with 
grest spplsnse. A rscsss wss tsken for 
refreshments, which were fumisbed in 
shundance. after wbicb aa hoar wss 
spent in sodal chat.

THE TRUTH ABOUT IT. 



Of the Governors of the forty- 
two States of this Republic not one 
is a Catholic, though in the total 
population the Catholics greatly 
outnumber any other church de- 
nomiuation, and in seveml States 
have the votes to decide elections. 
The Governors are ptincipally 
Methodists, Baptists, Presbyterians, 
Episcopalians and "big church." 
It is the same in the National 
Government, the President and 
heads of departments are not Cath- 
olics; in the Senate, House, Minis- 
ters to foreign countries, minor 
government positions, in State and 
local offices, there is an insignifi- 
cant proportion of Catholics. This 
is not due to the lack of numbers, 
influence and votes, but to the fact 
that the average Catholic is not an 
office-seeker, and the vast majority 
of Catholics care nothing about the 
religion or lack of religion of the 
candidates to be voted for. To 
the Catholic the dragging of relig- 
ion into politics is repugnant, and 
his vote is cast against the Catholic 
as well as the non-Catholic who 
does it. 

Yet there are thoae who profess 
to fear that our Government and 
institutions are in danger of Catho- 
lic control., and hence agiute, or- 
ganize and work themselves into a 
freucy to exclude Catholics from 
office and would deprive them of 
suffrage. There is no basis for 
such fears nor justification for such 
intolerance, since it is evident that 
Catholics, by reason of their num- 
ber and organization as a body, 
could wield a greater influence and 
hold a larger proportion of official 
positions in this country if they 
really dedrcd to do so. The fact 
that they do not refutes the claim 
and dispels t\ie fear that they have 
such purpose. ^ . 

But, then, anti-Gatholic intoler- 
ance, like all other fanaticisms 
born of ignorance and pr^^^idice, is 
blind to facts, not only of the past, 
but the present before its eyes. 
Only time and forbearance, patience 
and upright living on the part of 
the object of its venom can over- 
come it and cause its deltided 
votaries to realize their error. 
And that it is being realized is 
evident in this country especially 
and in Europe. The sfiUtlon and 
pensecution against the Catholic 
church has attracted attention and 
caused research. The history of 
the Catholic church, her doctrine, 



government, ceremonies, every ut- 
terance of her dignitaries, and in- 
deed the<ondnct of Catholic people, 
were never so generally noted and 
closely .scrutinized Ik; fore. And 
the result does not seem to be de- 
trimental to the church or to prove 
the charges of her enemies. On 
the contrary the church is vindi- 
cated, gains respect and confidence 
of those in authority and the gen- 
eral public. Non-Catholic govern- 
ments seek her counsel and aid; 
scholars and diplomats esteem it a 
favor to delve into her archives, 
libraries and museums for authori- 
tative evidence to solve scientific 
and international problems; her 
institutions are inspected and pat- 
terned after as models of archi- 
tecture and their management as 
guides in discipline and effective 
results; while in education, from 
the primary to the highest, her 
system and institutions are coming 
to be recognized as first and best, 
and fiiMlly among the converts are 
counted the wealthy, learned and 
prominent of all professions. 

Truth in time is vindicated and 
error is discomfited. 3ach is his- 
tory, and history is but a repetition 
of itself. 



A FOOLISH STRIKE. 

Twelve hundred men went on 
strike in the Chesapeake & Ohio 
railroad shops at Huntington, W. 
Va. William Davis, an employe, 
is a member of the City Council, 
and as such voted to deprive Mayor 
Buck of the authority to name the 
council committees. Buck is a 
member of the Blacksmiths' Union, 
and the union, siding with the 
Mayor in the city political wrangle, 
demanded the discharge of Davis, 
which was refused, and the strike 
of all shop employes followed. No 
labor questions are involed. Here 
is an opportunity for the nationcl 
officials to teach the Hnntington 
union that politics is one thing and 
labor matters another; that labor 
unions are not political dubs, but 
that politics are outside their pur 
poses. These politico-labor uuion- 
ists should be ordered back to 
work. If they fail to promptly 
obey their charter ought to be re 
voked and the national officers 
furnish the Chesapeake & Ohio 
shops with union men who will 
attend to their work first and poli- 
tics afterward) 

The approaching political cam- 
paignss will develop thoae would- 
be politicians in labor unions all 
over the country, and it behoove: 
the labor officials to promptly 
squelch them, that labor unions 
may not be used for political ends 
to the detriment and reproach of 
labor. Let thoae political asphrants 
go into politics if they wish; it is 
their right as citizens. But com- 
pel them to keep their politics out 
of labor unions, and the labor 
unions out of politics. Labor 
unions are organized and main- 
tained for labor interests, not for 
the political interests of individuals, 
factions or parties. Stick to the 
law and enforce it promptly, rigidly 
and fearlessly. Keep the poli- 
ticians within bounds or fire them 
out.

The 
average Kentuckian as a poUtidan 
is great, but as a citi/en is a durn 
fool— at least that is what the past 
proves. It may be the commercial 
convention meant what its resolu- 
tions say ntid there is to be a 
change, and our future Legislatures 
are to be an improvement, for 
which the Lord knows there is 
ample room.

Backed up, as they 
were, by the united labor unions 
and public opinion, they had their 
fight won, but spoiled it by imag- 
ining they owited the earth to the 
exclusion of everyone else. The 
labor unions repudiate and desert 
them and public opinion- condemns 
them, and this combined influence 
is now aiding the hotel and restau- 
rant proprietors to overthrow the 
arbitrary and obdurate striking 
waiters. This is another lesson to 
labor as well as the general public. 
It demonstrates to the former that 
the rights of others must be re- 
spected and arbitrariness, even in 
behalf of labor, will not be tol 
erated. To tbe latter it shows that 
the conservative deuMot, after all, 
rule the labor unions, and will not 
be a party to injustice to employers 
on any pretext. Tbe striking Chi- 
cago waiters may as well quit and 
charge up their defeat to folly, 
which caused them to throw away 
a victory won.

The Carthusian monks recently ex- 
pelled from the monastery of the Grand 
Chartreuse in Prance have bought from 

the Duke of Argyll lona Island. The 
terms of the sale provide for the preserva 
tion of the sacred and historical associa- 
tions of the lalaad. Jooa is a lonely island 
of the Hebridea groap and is sitnated 
sbont a mile from the mainland of Scot- 
land. It is three miles long and one 
mile broad. It is described as a wild, 
ungrateful, cragjjy spot, and is anchored 
amid tempc-^tiious seas, cold, lonely and 
barren. lona was formerly called Icolffi' 
kill, which meaoa Ulaad. of Oolambas' 
church. 

It was on this wild and barren island 
St. Columba or St Golnmbkill, the Dove 
of the Church, landed when he was ban- 
ished from Irriand. When be landed he 
said: 

"This place, small and mean as it ap- 
pears, shall be honored not only by the 

kings of the Scots and their jH-ople, but 
by the rulers of strange nations and those 
subject to them. Hy the holy men also 
of other churches it shall be held in rever- 
ence." 

The prophecy proved to be correct, 
loaa for more than SOO years was the 
nnraery of Bishops, the center of educa- 
tion and religions knowledge, the capital 
of the Celtic race and the poiat of onion 
among the British Isles. . 

Hut who was St. Coluudja? Columba 
was born in the North of Ireland and 
came from a fierce and wsrlike line of 
ancestors. The learned Adamnan, St. 
Columba's successor as head of the Irish 
colony on lona, tells as: "He was a man 
of well-fonned frame, his skin was white, 
his face was broad and fair fad radiant, 
lit up with large, gray, luminous eyes; 
his large and well shaped head was 
crowned with close and curly hair. His 
voice was clear and resonant, so that he 
could be heard at a distance of more than 
1,500 paces." 

In his youth Columba was trained for 
the church, first at Kells, then at Moville 
and Clonard. He was declared to be a 
model' monastic scholar. At the age of 
twenty-fonr he founded the monastery 
and schools at Derry, among his own 
tribesmen of Tir-Connel. Later he built 
snotber Irish school at Durrow, in 
King's county, and one at Kells. The 
last name<l rose to great importance in 
the ninth and tenth centuries, several 
hundred years after the death of its 
illustrious founder. During the niidiHe 
ages these monastic schools founded by 
St. Columba were the great centera of 
religion and learning. They were the 
habitudes not only of the scholara of 
Ireland, but of the entire continent of 
Europe. St. Columba himself is de- 
scribed as one of the most elegant scribes 
in the church. Some of his hand-writ- 
ing is said to be extant in the manu- 
scripts of the Clan O'Donnell and the 
Book of Kells. The fine arts were culti- 
vated in bis schools with great success. 

Columba was a great musician and 
that led to Us banishment from Ireland; 
fortunately it led him to lona and thence 
to the conversion of the people of Scot- 
land. While visiting his former teacher, 
St. V'innian, he .■^aw a coijy of some 
music which be f^reatly admired. St. 
I'Uinian was very proud of his new 
music and had it guarded zealously. St. 
Columba managed to get near it at night 
and copied it. He had finished the 
transcription when it was discovered. 
Finnian claimed, the copy; so did Col- 
nmba. As they conid not agree, they 
went before the Brshon or Magistrate. 
He decided: "To every cow belongs her 
calf," and adjudged that St. Fiaaian was 
entitled to the copy. 

St. Columba was much incensed. He 
arouaed his clan and several battles took 
place. St. Columba's tribe won, but 
several thousand were slain on either 
side during the variou conflicts. After 
the final victory St. Colnmba went to 
confession to Molaiae of laaismnmy, a 
strict chnrchman. For his penance 
Colnmba was told to leave Ireland for- 
ever and never set eyes on it again and 
to win as many souls to Christ as he had 
caused to Ik; lost in battle. He accepted 
the jienance and left Ireland on the eve 
of Penteco.st, M.i A. D. He and his 
little band of followers landed on lona. 
He won the friendship of the King of the 
neigbboring territory, who made him a 
present of the Island of lona. At once 
Colnmba and his companions built a 
little village of huts and hen they es 
tablished the school of lona. For several 
centuries thereafter the kings and no 
bility of all the northern kingdoms of 
Europe were wont to send their children 
to these schools to be educated. lona 
was the center of the Catholic propaganda 
of the Celts until the time of the arrival 
of the Danes several centuries later. It 
was from this rocky island that all the 
monastic ichools in Northern Ireland 
and many in England were governed. 
Its scholars became the greatest penmen 
in Europe. Centuries later her mission- 
aries and scribes were welcomed in 
France and Germany. 

From lona Columba and his monks 
traveled over Scotland preaching and 
teaching. Some of his band traveled 
down into England, while others went to 
Germany and pleated the light of faith 



along the Rhine. It was St Odmnba 
who p ieee twd and restored the eider of 
the barda or poets in Iretaad. It was he 
who inaugurated regular schools for their 
training and regular provision for their 
support. To him the Irish peoijle owe 
much for the transmission of the annals 
of Celtic wanderings from the Orient and 
the records of former culture and refine- 
ment of the Celtic race. 

In the ninth century the ravsges of the 
Danes and national and religious jeal- 
ousies rendered lona insecure and it was 
abandoned by the followera of St. 
Colnmba, just as the Carthusian monks 
are now abandoning the home that has 
been theira for centuries. But Icma steads 
today a most striking relic of sndent 
Celtic splendor. f)n it are to be found 
the ruins of anciint monasterie.s, 
churchep, schools ami j;raveyards. In 
its soil are buried forty-eight kiugs of 
Scotland, four of Ireland, eight of Nor- 
way and one of France. It is also the 
last resting place of many lords of the 
Scottish isles, abbots, bishops and prior.^. 
The last king buried there was Duncan, 
of Scotland, who was murdered by Mac- 
beth in 1040 A. D. 

The Carthusians have found a refuge 
full of historical and religious interest. 
May they long live aad flonrish to 
enjoy it.

One wing of the fine mansion of Mrs. 
Hope Johnstone, near Navan, was gutted 
by fire. The loss is estimated at |10,000. 

Jeremiah CliSord recently died in the 
County Limerick, at the advanced age of 
107 years. Last year he harvested bis 
own crops. 

The coiUiiuie<l emigration from the 
County Clare is appalling. Forty young 
men and women recently left fhNB eae 
parish alone. 

John Grady, a blacksmith of Ballagh- 
adereen, was fonnd dead in his forge.

Dublin has a new lifeboat. It replaces 
the old boat stationed for many years at 
Skerries, County Dublin. It is thirty- 
five feet Iqng and ten feet wide. 

The skeleUfn of a woman has been 
found in a bog near New Forest, County 
Westmeath. It is supposed it is the body 
of .some one who was lost in the bOg 
forty or filty years ago. 

Two carriages collided at Blackrock, 
County Dublin, and as a result Miss Hug- 
gins was thrown out and serlonaly in- 
jured. Four other ladiea oocapants of 
the carriages had marvellous escapes. 

Dr. M. I.avin, of Dallina, lost his life 
u a runaway accident. He was return- 
ing home when his horse took fright and 
the carriage was overturned. Dr. Lavin 
sufTered a fracture of the sknll and die<l 
the next morning.
